Mr. Bonar haw announced yesterday 
that the second seating of the Home Rule 
Bill will be taken on Monday, 29th March, 
and that Tuesday, 30th, and part of Wed- 
nesday, 3lst March, will be devoted to the 
discussion of it. 

Replying to Captain Redmond in the 
House of Commons yesterday, Mr, Mac- 
phersoh said that he had received resolu- 
tions from representative bodies of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary protesting 
against the dismissal of Sir Joseph Byrne. 
He did not think that the Inspector-. 
General was entitled to an inquiry into 
the cause of his dismissal. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn, on the third 
reading of the War Emergency Laws (Con- 
tinuance) Bill, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, moved the bill’s rejection. He 
denounced the Government’s policy in Ire- 
land on the ground that it went beyond 
the law. Mr. Macpherson denied the 
charges made hy Captain Wedgwood Benn, 
and urged that he spoke without know- 
ledge of the real condition of Ireland. 
Sinn Fein, he argued, had an army of 
200,000 men trained for purposes of treason, 
sedition, and murder. Within the past 
week there had been 49 -raids “for 
arms in Ireland, and within a month 
some 20 attacks on pros barracks. 
That very morning he had received letters 
from loyal people in the South of Ireland 
ing him to have them removed to a 
place of safety. The situation, therefore 

was one of extraordinary seriousness and 
difficulty, but the Lord Lieutenant and 
himself were determined to administer ‘the 
law to the best of their ability. The third 
reading of the bill was carried.

“Backing ” the Bill. 
We print to-day the Chief Secretary's 
views on the present state of Ireland. In 
the House of Commons yesterday Captain 
Wedgwood Benn denounced the. Irish 
Government’s. measures for the suppres- 
sion of crime and lawlessness. His speech 
suggested that this country was singularly 
free from both, and that the British per- 
secutions in Ireland were as causeless as 
the Turkish persecutions in Armenia. Mr. 
Macpherson’s reply to this reckless charge 
was passionate and convincing. He showed 
that the Irish Executive was engaged in a 
struggle which demanded the exercise of 
every power that the common law and 
the Defence of the Realm Regulations 
confer on it. The present condition, of 
Ireland, he said, was that of an armed 
country. Outside North-East Ulster it is 
pervaded by a spirit far more malignant 
and revolutionary than existed in any 
former period of Irish history. Sedition 
is armed and organised on a truly 
formidable scale. It is said that 
not less than 200,000 men are volun- 
tary soldiers in the Irish Republican 
Army. Crime is rampant throughout the 
land. Life and property are at the mercy 
of dark conspiracies that terrorise whole 
countrysides, War—without any of the 
amenities of decent warfare—has been de- 
clared on the police, and some of them 
have perished by the assassin’s hand. Last 
week forty-nine raids for arms were made, 
and in the month of February twenty 
police barracks were attacked. The con- 
ditions of life in the South and West have 
become so lamentable that loyal families 
have begged Mr. Macpherson to get them 
out of the country. After this catalogue 
it was hardly necessary for him to add 
that the Government was “up against a 
tremendously serious situation in Ire- 
land.” It is fighting not merely for 
Ireland's peace and safety, but for its own 
constitutional existence. In these circum- 
starices the Irish Executive is resolved to 
do its utmost to maintain the law, and 
Mr. Macpherson rightly rebuked ignorant 
criticism in Parliament which serves only 
to aggravate the difficulties of its task. 
His speech was a complete answer to 
Captain Wedgwood Benn, bit it was some- 
thing more than this: it was a complete 
exposure of the folly of the Government's 
Home Rule Bill. We can recall no other 
ease in which a Bill's most destractive 
critic was one of the Ministers who 
“backed” it. Mr. Macpherson said yes- 
terday that so long as Ireland remained 
an integral part of the United Kingdom 
British law dnd: British‘ order must pre 
vail there; but that, if separation were 
granted to the South and West, that neces- 
sity would cease. His Govegsnment’s Home 
Rule Bill grants separation to the South 
and West. A Home Rule settlement which 
would restoré Irish peace and create Irish 
unity is at least intellectually conceivable ; 
but the present Bill has been rejected by 
three-fourths. of the Irish people. Its 
enforcement can result only in the per- 
manent segregation “of six Northern 
counties and in the surrender of the rest 
of Ireland to the forces whose activities 
Mr: Macpherson held up yesterday to the 
horror of the House of Commons. It is 
a very strange thing that a Minister who 
can diagnese so accurately the state of a 
country’s body fails so grievously to 
diagnose the state of its mind. Mr. Mac- 
pherson’s action in “backing” this hope- 
less scheme of separation and discord is 
utterly inconsistent with his recognition 
of Ireland's desperate need of security 
and order. The only logical conclusion 
from his latest speech is that any settle- 
ment is impossible in the present condi- 
tion of Irisí affairs. He has furnished 
the opponents of his Government's Parti- 
tion Bill with a whole armoury of argu- 


men t. 


Farmers in Council. 

The Government. does not seem to 
realise the gravity of the situation that 
has been created by the lack of a settled 
agricultural policy. One week the Prime 
Minister assures farmers that they will 
receive guaranteed prices for a period of 
years; in the next ibis announced that the 
system of control will be abolished almost 
immediately; in the third that. the 
whole question will be reconsidered. 
Farmers are losing confidence, and 
without confidence. there can be no 
progress. ein industry cannot mark 
time, and the most casual observer must 
be aware that it is slipping back to the 
conditions of 1914. Land ‘which was 
beought under cultivation during the war 
has reverted to pasturage, and there is a 
steady decline in the amount of home- 
grown foodstuffs in the markets. The 
farmer's present prosperity is mainly 
superficial. Its chief buttress consists of 
inflated values ; it is not built on the solid 
foundation of -greater output. ~ The .de- 
crease in the area under.wheat illustrates 
what is happening. In a little over a 
year it has fallen by more than 400,000 
acres, and it is still shrinking. A few days 
ago the Government seems to haye dis- 
covered what this means to the nation’s 
food supply, and it took immediate 
action, Unfortunately, its proposal is not 
likely to improve matters.. On all sides

Yesterday’s conference passed a strong 
resolution against the creation of the} 
“ Butter and Cheese Organisation of Great 
Britain,” to which we referred on Monday. 
There cannot be the slightest doubt that, 
if this organisation receives the powers 
which it seeks, its activities will have a 
most. serious and detrimental effect on 
Irish trade. It is curious that the Govern- 
ment should countenance the formation of 
a.“ trust’’ in any shape or form. One of 
the chief causes of high prices is the 
monopolies which certain firms enjoy. 
According to the Food Controller, the pro- 
posed butter and cheese “ trust,” if it ever 
gets beyond the paper stage, will have 
purely philanthropic aims. In reply. to 


Commons yesterday, he said that the 
object was to bridge the gap betweem, the 
termination of food control and the re- 
storation of a state of supply adequate to 
the demand. The “trust’’ would concern 
itself solely with imports from abroad, 
and Irish producers would be in exactly 
the same position as the farmers in Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Wales. ‘We confess 
that we view the whole matter with grave 
suspicion. The only satisfactory thing 
about it is that the proposal is “ tenta- 
tive,” and has not been advanced beyond 
the preliminary stages. We hope that it 
will remain there. Commercial undertak- 
ings are run for profit, and the directors 
have their ‘shareholders’, not “the. con- 
sumers’, interests’ at heart. It is the 
Govetnment’s duty to stand between the 
foreign producer.and the consumer, and 
there is no good reason why it should 
delegate its functions to a private body. 
The Food ‘Ministry is an expensive 
machine, but it is fairly efficient, and it 


A “trust” will always be suspected of 
“ profiteering." It behoves the Farmers’ 
Union to watch this “tentative " proposal 
carefully, and to offer a vigorous opposi- 
tion to its development. The Union also 
passed a resolution on the flax question, 
and demanded a free market for the 1919 
crop. The treatment that Irish flax- 
growers have received is but another 
illustration of the evil wrought by the 
absence of a settled policy for the en- 
couragement of agriculture. 


The Real Russia. 


Mr. Lloyd George's recent speech in the 
London Guildhall gave a glowing descrip- 
tion of the abundance in Soviet Russia. 
According to our Premier the Bolsheviks, 
like Joseph of old, had been gathering 
corn as the sand of the sea, and their 
bins, like Pharach’s ‘storehouses, were 
bursting with. golden grain. For that 
reason, and that reason alone, Mr. Lloyd 
George declared that Europe must trade 
with Russia. The Special Correspondent 
of The Times in Bolshevist Russia has a 
vastly different tale to tell. If Russia 
has, “bursting bins.” of corn, they are 
well hidden away, and in the meanwhile 
the people are starving. Food for 
civilians is obtainable only at prohibitive 
prices ; even then it is hardly edible. Last 
week, for instance, the price of bread was 
450 roubles per pound. Nominally, a 
rouble is worth two shillings. Moreover, 
this “ bread” gives little evidence of the 
Premier's “bursting bins.” According to 
The Times, it contains 50 per cent. of 
beans, 35 per cent. of rye flour, and about 
15 per cent. of bird seed. Manual labourers 
get one and a half pounds of this bread 
per day. If they are lucky, they get a 
piece of horse-flesh, some sugar, and some 

ts when the spirit moves the Soviet, For 
he groats they pay about £50 per pound— 
at normal rates—and, if they desire the 
luxury of butter, they pay between £260 
and £320 for a pound of that commodity. 
A box-of matches costs anything from £7 
to £10, and tobacco of the worst possible 
kind is sold at from £500 to £600 per 
pound. These prices are, of course, 
fantastic when one thinks in pounds 
sterling; but, although the rouble is 
virtually worthless abroad, it is still a 
rouble in Russia. Wages have increased 
enormously, but not nearly as much as 
prices. A typist, for instance, gets 3,200 
roubles—£320—per month, but her princely 
wage is equivalent only to a pound of buttér 
or four pound bars of yellow soap.

Bill. The Chief Secretary made an effec- 
tive reply. Captain Benn had spoken with- 


out any knowledge of the real situatio 
in Ireland, and seemed to lose himself a 
his venom and fury. The rebellion in Ire- 
land had not been stamped out, and there | 
was at the present moment a spirit far 
more malignant and far more revolutionary | 
than Ireland had experienced at any time | 
in its history. The Sinn Feiners had a 
perfectly organised army, but at whatever | 
cost the Chief Secretary said that he was 
determined, so long as he was in authority, 
to do what he could to maintain law and 
omer. He added that he would not be at 
all surprised if attacks were made upon 
officials in Ireland as the result of the 
inspiration given by the venomous charges 
of the right hon. gentleman opposite. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas spoke of the bank- 
ruptcy of the Government so far as Ireland 
was concerned, and he was followed by 
Captain Redmond, who. was convinced that | 
there were people in this country who 
desired to see another Amritsar in Ireland.

THE ULSTER UNIONIST COUNCIL. 


The meeting of the Standing Committee was 
summoned for 11.30 o’clock in the Old Town 
Hall, which is the Unionisg headquarters, and 
it was exactly ten minnies after this hour when 
the distinguished visitor and Mr. McNeill arrived 
at the building. He was given a welcoming 
cheer by a large number who had gathered at 
the entrance to the hall, Almost simultaneously 
the Marquis of Londonderry and the Duke of 
Abercorn arrived, and they were followed by 
Sir Crawford McCullagh, whose guest Sir 
Kdward Carson wilt be at his residence, Lismara, 
during hig sojourn in the Northern capital. The 
meeting was largely attended, practically all the 
Ulster Unionist M.P.’s being in attendance.

I learned from an authoritative source that 
the proceedings were more or less of a formal 
character. They began with Sir Edward Carson 
making a statement, in which he reviewed the 
situation which has led up to the Government's 
bill. He pointed out that this was the first. bill 
that offered Ulster a separate Parliament, and 
said that the one question which would require 
great consideration was whether the Unionists 
of Ulster should not press to have the 
three outside counties brought into the bill. He 
was very anxious to have a frank discussion of 
all views on all points of the bill. He gave a 
short sketch of what.was-exactly meant by the 
measure, and said that. he would not now ex* 
press any opinion of his own on the question, 
but that he would be glad to hear the opinion of 
everyone. He reiterated the hope that the mat- 
ter would be freely and frankly discussed by 
the delegates and their friends in their own dis- 
tricts, and that the views of all parties would 
be aired at the meeting of the Unionist Council.

In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Speaker took the chair at 2.45 p.m.

He said that he objected to the pxtension of 
war powers to Government departments so long 
after the termination of hostilities. The posses- 
sion of these exceptional powers gave the 
Government an excuse for tponing the de- 
claration, of a clear and fixed policy on various 
questions of reconstruction. The Government 
was persisting in the war mind. With regard 
to Ireland, the bill put.a murderous instrument 
into the hands of the Irish administrators. Not 
satisfied with the excessive powers they already 

, the Trish Executive were now going 
beyond the law. 

Colonel Penry Williams supported the amend- 
ment. He said that it was a political crime to 
inflict the injustice which the bill contained on 
Ireland. The whole bill violated every principle 
of liberty.

The Court of Referees of the House of 
Commons had yesterday before them for decision 
the question of whether Messrs. Arthur Guinness,

Mt. Lewis Thomas, who appeated for the 
petitioners, said that Messrs. Guinness and Co.. 
were the famous brewers, of Dublin, and were 
enormous users of the Port of Dublin for the 
imports and exports of their tusiness. They 
asked to be heard against the vroposals. of te 
Dublin Ports and Docks Board, who were - 
ing to increase the charges. Messrs. Guinness 
were naturally interested in the charges made 
for the use of the port, and the effect upon the 
business must be a most substantial one if 
there were increases in the charges. The pro- 
posals in the bill were to reverse the decision 
arrived at last session’ by the Joint Committee 
of both Houses of Parliament. When the Dock 
Board promoted a bill to raise their charges by 
50 per cent.. the Joint Committee limited their 
increase to 33 1-3 per cent., and the Board were 
now seeking to obtain & still further increase 
to the amount originally asked for. That was 
the main provision in the bill. He would have 
thought it impossible to contend that a 
trader with that enormous industry orght 
a trader with that enormous industry ought 
not to be allowed to be heard against this great 
increase in the amount they had t pay. It 
had been an established practice to allow a 
trader the right to.be heard whenever an in- 
crease of the kind was made in the rates that 
he had to pay. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. H. Whitley)—Can you 
tell us about the substantial interests that your 
clients have in the port? 

Mr. Thomas—They are not only substantial in 
regard to imports of the materials for their 
business and for the exports of the manufac- 
tured article, but they are shipowners, and pay 
about £7,000 a year in dues on the ships. The 
import of barley last year was of the value of 
over one million pounds, and the dues on that 
must have been very substantial. 

The Chairman—Have you the total amount 
they pay per annum, or can you say what pro- 
portion that bears to the whole of the revenue 
of the port? 

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, K.C. (for the Docks 
Board)—It is a very large proportion. 
Sir Ernest Moon—Do the ships they 
carry cargo only for Messrs. Guinness? 
Mr. Thomas—Yes, and, in addition to that, 
they charter other ships, and a great deal of 
their imports come in the ships of other owners. 

Are Messrs. Guinness the largest single traders 
in the port? I am not in a position to say that; 
but they are very large traders, and they do re- 
present a trade; in fact, they are the trade—a 
very important trade in Dublin. The brewing 
trade carried on in the Port of Dublin, he said, 
was an enormous one, and he submitted that, as 
representative of that trade, the petitioners 
ought to be heard. If they were denied the 
right to come before the Committee and state 
their case, there was no one else that could do 
it for them. 

Serjeant Sullivan said that he would put a 
point’ to the Committee very briefly upon the 
question whether an individual trader: had the 
right to come before the Committee. The Dill 
was pronioted by the Dock Board, who were 
really in the position of a Corporation, and they 
represented Mesers. Guinness in the same way 
as a Corporation represented the ratepayers. 
The Board was an elected body, elected on the 
multiple vote principle, and Messrs. Guinness 
were electors just as were other traders. For the 
election of trader members of the Board Messrs. 
Guinness had a total of ten votes, and the com- 
pany was one of a number of traders in similar 
conditions. They did not represent the trade of 
the port, as might be the fact in some cases, 
where, for instance, one colliery owner might 
practically control the trade of a small port, 
and to deny him the right of appearance might 
exclude the whole trade. But in this case the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce very effectively 
representell the trade of Dublin, and they did 
not appear against the bill. The trader ought 
not to be allowed to petition when the repre- 
sentative body of the trade dtd not think it 
necessary ta.dlo so. 

The Chairman, interposing, said that the Com- 
mittee were satisfied that by the votes for elec- 
tion to the Board they were protected, and they 
had no right to be separately heard.

CAPTAIN GWYNN AND THE 
NEW BILL. 


STRONGLY FOR ITS ACCEPTANCE 
In un article on the new Home Rule Bill, 
which he contributes to the. current issue of 
E n, Captain Stephen Gwynn declares 
that he thinks that the measure is likely to be- 
come law, and that, all questions of amendments 
apart, he is strongly for its acceptance. Captain 
Gwynn points out that the best -eature of the 
measure is that it places fully within the hands 
of Irishmen, negotiating directly “ith one an- 
‘other, the means of attaining a union of Ire- 
jand under one Parliament. "' the question of 
Irish unity it gets England out of the way.

are well able to agree, and looks 
before many years. Yet, he says, iv 
were to go on’ for ever ‘on the basis of eelf- 
government by two Parliaments, that would be 
infinitely preferable” to the present discredited 
system...
